Fed  up  with  this  state  of 
affairs,  the  people  of  the  area 
have  long  sought  to  break  out  of 
this  trap.  ,  They  have  lobbied  and 
campaigned  to  have  the  North  Rich¬ 
mond  area  annexed  to  the  City  of 
Richmond,  but  annexation  has  been 
denied  them  repeatedly  by  the  dog, 
racist  power  structure  that  con¬ 
trols  the  decision  making  process 
in  the  area. 

The  Black  Panther  Party  For 
Self  Defense,  in  cooperation  with 
other  concerned  residents  of  the 
area,  have  decided  in  the  interest 
of  black  people  to  incorporate  the 
area  into  an  independent  city  that 
will  not  be  at  the  cruel  mercy  of 
the  racist  swine,  the  bloodsucking 
parasites,  who  are  content  to  allow 
black  people  to  wither  away  while 
they  themselves  live  in  fine  homes, 
wear  the  best  of  clothes,  eat  the 
best  of  food,  and  enjoy  all  the 
things  that  make  life  meaningful 
and  worth  living.  They  have  had 
it  in  their  power  all  along  to  do 
something  to  alleviate  these  con¬ 
ditions,  but  they  have  turned  a 
deaf  ear  to  the  pleas  and  groans  of 
the  suffering  black  people.  The 
black  people  of  North  Richmond 
have  discovered  that  they  need  not 
remain  at  the  mercy  of  these 
savages.  They  have  learned  that 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  go  for 
themselves.  Thus  they  arrived  at 
the  decision  to  incorporate  them¬ 
selves  into  a  city  that  they  will 
control.  They  have  the  numbers, 
in  terms  of  population,  and  they 
have  the  will  and  determination. 

The  benefits  that  will  accrue 
to  the  community  are  that  they  will 
be  in  control  of  their  own  police 
force,  their  own  school  system, 
and  they  will  have  the  power  to 
tax  the  businesses  in  the  area, 
like  Standard  Oil  Company  and

I  am  responding  to  the  bail  prob¬ 
lem.  My  main  concern  is  to  garner 
your  "spirit"  and  "soul1'  support  to 
organize  a  chapter  of  the  Black  Pan¬ 
ther  Party  For  Self  Defense  in 
Seattle,  Wash.,  and  to  effect  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  national  growth  of  the  only 
organization  which  is  capable  of 
withstanding  the  white  conspiracy  to 
wipe  out  the  black  peoples  of  the 
world.  I  know  that  the  white  world 
is  girding  itself  to  bring  the  blacks 
to  heel  —  I  must  help  in  counteract¬ 
ing  this  —  Sir,  we  do  not  have  much 
time  left!  I  am  one  who  can  look  at 
the  soul  of  another  man,  and  I  say 
to  you  that  when  I  look  at  the  soul 
of  the  white  man,  there  is  reflected 
a  horror  greater  than  that  practiced 
on  the  Jews  by  the  Germans  -  it  is 
coming! 

We  must  be  prepared.  No  "rights' 
organization  will  be  able  to  give 
more  than  lip  service  when  this  awe¬ 
some  time  arrives,  so  I  must  say  to 
you,  sir,  Hurrv!!

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other  large  businesses  in  the  area. 
They  will  also  gain  control  of  the 
War  on  Poverty  Funds  that  come  into 
the  area,  instead  of  standing  by 
passively  watching  the  manipulators 
downtown  diverting  these  funds  to 
their  own  selfish  ends. 

In  moving  for  control  over 
the  local  government  which  directly 
touches  their  lives  and  destinies, 
the  black  people  of  North  Richmond 
will  be  following  the  practice 
that  has  historically  been  followed 
by  people  who  were  dissatisfied  by 
the  way  the  white  racists  have  been 
conducting  the  affairs  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Historically,  when  an  area 
has  become  developed,  in  terms  of 
a  growing  population,  they  have 
moved  to  gain  local  political 
control,  particularly  when  the 
existing  political  structure  is  not 
capable  of  solving  the  needs  of  the 
people.  In  the  past,  when  black 
communities  have  become  mature, 
racist'  dogs  have  moved  in,  taken 
control,  and  subjected  the  black 
people  to  a  continuation  of  the 
same  type  of  racist  oppression 
that  the  people  have  been  struggl¬ 
ing  to  get  away  from.  The  strong 
people  of  North  Richmond  are  de¬ 
termined  that  this  will  not  happen 
to  them.  In  this  day  and  time, 
when  oppressed  people  all  over  the 
world  are  moving  to  improve  their 
lives,  there  is  absolutely  no  good 
reason  why  the  people  of  North 
Richmond  can't  significantly  im¬ 
prove  their  lot  by  taking  steps  to 
incorporate  as  an  independent  city.

Welfare  receipiants  in  the  North 
Richmond  area  have  been  threatened  by 
agents  of  the  Contra  Costa  County 
Welfare  Department.  They  were  told 
that  if  they  join  or  associate  with 
members  of  the  Black  Panther  Party 
For  Self  Defense  they  will  be  kicked 
off  of  Welfare  immediately  and  their 
checks  will  stop  coming.  This  threat 
was  prompted  by  the  fact  that  due  to 
the  disgusting  conditions  under  which 
black  people  are  forced  to  live  in 
the  area  the  Black  Panther  Party  has 
gained  a  phenomenal  number  of  new 
members  there. 

This  is  a  perfect  example  of  how 
the  white  racist  power  structure 
stoops  to  any  low  down  dirty  means 
to  stop  black  people  from  moving  in  a 
direction  and  with  a  technique  that 
is  effective  in  dealing  with  the  vast 
array  of  problems  confronting  them. 
The  petty  mercenaries  who  run  the 
Welfare  Department  are  not  free  from 
the  pervasive  racist  ideology  with  *■-*- 
which  white  people  generally  exercise 
when  dealing  with  defenseless  black 
people.

BLACK  GHETTO

The  question  that  I  would  like 
to  get  black  people  here  in  Oakland 
and  completely  across  this  country 
to  answer  is.  How  long  will  we  con¬ 
tinue  to  let  this  happen?  Black 
people  must  come  together  and  stop 
this  kind  of  action. 

I  received  a  call  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing  from  the  West  Oakland  Service 
Center  asking  me  to  go  over  to  7th 
and  Henry  street  because  some  people 
were  being  evicted  by  BART  (Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  System.) 

I  went  over  to  7th  and  Henry  and 
found  four  moving  vans  backed  up  to 
what  seemed  to  have  been  a  Variety 
Store  and  living  quarters  in  the  back. 
There  were  about  seven  black  women, 
ranging  in  age  from  50  to  75  years 
old  packing  and  trying  to  protect 
their  belongings.  I  walked  in  and 
introduced  myself  and  asked  what  I 
could  do.  The  women  explained  that  ■ 
the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
(BART)  was  evicting  them  from  their 
home.  The  Sherriff  had  called  Check¬ 
er  Moving  Van  td  take  everything  in 
the  store  and  the  living  quarters 
and  store  it  at  the  women's  expense, 
and  then  board  up  the  house. 

These  women  were  looking  very 
sad,  because  everything  that  they 
owned, all  of  their  household  goods 
and  furniture  were  being  taken  by  the 
Sherriff 's  Department  and  put  in 
storage.  One  lady  sat  outside  with 
tears  in  her  eyes  because  the  white 
pepple  were,  as  she  said,  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  her. 

While  I  was  helping  the  ladles 
package  some  of  their  personal  goods 
a  white  man  walks  up  to  me  and  told 
me  that  I  would  have  to  get  out  of 
the  house.  I  asked  him  why,  and  he 
replied  that  I  was  not  needed  and 
that  he  didn't  want  me  around.  I 
told  him  to  leave  me  alone  because 
these  ladles  wanted  me  to  help  them 
get  some  of  their  things  before  the 
moving  van  people  picked  them  up.  I 
told  him  that  I  was  going  to  stay 
there  as  long  as  these  ladies  wanted 
me  to  stay  and  help.  He  then  told 
me  he  was  from  the  Sherriff 's  Dept. 

I  told  him  that  I  didn't  "give  a  damn 
where  he  was  from,  I  was  going  to 
continue  to  help  the  ladies  whether 
he  liked  it  or  not;  and  I  also  told 
him  to  leave  me  alone  and  don't  put 
his  hands  on  me.  He  then  went  out¬ 
side  and  went  over  to  a  telephone 
booth.  After  about  fifteen  minutes 
I  looked  out-side  and  there  I  saw 
seven  uniformed,  deputy  sherriff 
,  from  Alameda  Sherriff  Department  and 
light  uniform  Oakland  policeman.  • 
They  were  all  standing  in  a  circle 
talking  then  they  marched  in  and 
the  Sergeant  was  in  front.  He  came 
up  to  me  and  told  me  that  I  was  caus¬ 
ing  trouble  and  that  I  would  have  to 
leave.  I  told  him  that  I  was  helpful 
to  these  ladles  in  their  packing.  He 
then  asked  me  to  leave.  I  looked  at 
him  and  then  all  15  of  the  uniformed 
police  and  sherriff's  deputies  all 
charged  toward  me  as  though  they  were 
going  to  tear  me  apart.  These  ladies 
started  getting  very  excited  and  they 
were  frightened,  and  they  asked  me 
not  to  start  trouble  because  these 
white  policemen  wanted  a  chance  to 
rough  me  up.  They  asked  me  to  do 
what  the  police  asked  and  they  also 
said  that  this  was  a  white  man's 
world.  And  they  were  right.  All  of 
the  people  who  were  from  Checker  Mov¬ 
ing  Company  were  white,  the  people 
who  came  from  BART  were  white;  all 
the  policemen  and  the  sherriff's 
deputy  were  white.  But  the  people 
whose  things  were  being  taken  away 
from  them  were  black  people  who  had 
worked  hard  all  of  their  lives  to 
buy  a  place  to  live  and  a  business  — 
a  variety  store,  to  earn  them  a  decent 
living;  and  some  middle  class  white 
people  decided  to  build  a  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  system  and  decided  also 
to  run  it  through  a  black  neighbor¬ 
hood  . 

The  tragic  thing  about  this  in¬ 
cident  was  that  these'  ladies  did  not 
get  enough  money  for  their  house  to 
buy  another  one.  They  refused  the 
amount  of  money  that  BART  offered 
them  because  it  was  not  enough  money 
to  buy  a  similar  house  some  other 
place  in  Oakland.  So  the  white  people 
from  BART  and  a  white  judge  signed 
the  eviction  notice  and  some  white 
sherriff  decided  that  together  they 
would  use  the  white  man's  law  and 
take  these  people's  house  and  put  them 
out  in  the  rain.  (It  was  raining  on 
the  day  that  this  happened.)

WERE  BLACK  PEOPLE  FIRST 

BY  MEK  NIMR 


It  is  not  known  when  the 
first  permanent  inhabitants, 
other  than  Indians,  arrived 
in  what  was  to  be  the  United 
States.  There  is  insufficient 
evidence  for  the  historians 
to  make  this  decision,  altho 
some  authorities  have  pointed 
out  that  it  is  possible  the 
ancient  Phoenicians  settled 
in  New  Hampshire,  by  way  of 
Iceland  and  the  British  Isles, 
as  early  as  480  B.C.  However, 
none  of  the  evidence  hinting 
at  ancient  Phoenician,  Roman, 
Chinese,  Irish,  or  Viking  set¬ 
tlements  is  conclusive. 

According  to  the  history 
books,  the  first  Africans  were 
brought  to  what  later  became 
the  United  States  is  1619,  but 
research  in  old  Spanish  docu¬ 
ments  indicates  that  the  his¬ 
tory  books  are  wrong  about 
this  important  fact,  as  they 
are  about  so  many  others  re¬ 
garding  anything  pertaining 
to  the  "dark  continent." 

The  correction  is  most  suc¬ 
cinctly  made  by  Herbert  Apthe- 
ker  in  his  book  "American 
Negro  Slave  Revolts",  publish¬ 
ed  in  1943  by  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity  Press.  On  page  163,  Ap- 
theker  writes: 


"The  first  settlement  with¬ 
in  the  present  borders  of  the 
United  States  to  contain  Negro 
slaves  was  the  locale  of  the 
first  slave  revolt.  A  Spanish 
colonizer,  Lucas  Vasquez  de 
Ayllon,  founded,  in  the  summer 
of  1526,  a  community  whose 
probable  location  was  at  or 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Pedee 
River  in  what  is  now  South 
Carolina.  The  settlement  con¬ 
sisted  of  about  five  hundred 
Spaniards  and  one  hundred  Ne¬ 
gro  slaves.  Trouble  soon  beset 
it.  Illness  caused  numerous 
deaths,  carrying  off,  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  Ayllon  himself.  Internal 
dissension  arose,  and  the  In¬ 
dians  grew  increasingly  suspi¬ 
cious  and  hostile.  Finally, 

probably  in  November,  several 
of  the  slaves  rebelled,  and 
fled  to  the  Indians.  The  next 
month  what  was  left  of  the 
adventurers,  some  one  hundred 
and  fifty  souls,  returned  to 
Haiti,  leaving  the  rebel  Neg¬ 
roes  with  their  Indian  frien* 
— as  the  first  permanent  in¬ 
habitants,  other  than  the  In¬ 
dians,  in  what  was  to  be  the 
United  States."

CORE  CITY  POLITICS 

by  Earl  Anthony 

By  1970  or  1972  many  of  the 
major  metropolitian  cities  in  this 
country  will  be  predominantly  black. 
Cities  such  as  Washington,  D.C., 
and  Cleveland  already  have  a  black 
majority.  Other  cities  such  as 
Baltimore,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland, 
Chicago,  Detroit,  and  New  York  will 
have  a  black  majority  -  or  some¬ 
thing  very  close  to  it. 

The  heart  of  any  major  city 
is  the  downtown  area,  and  the 
surrounding  districts.  In  this 
country,  what  has  happened,  and 
what  is  becoming  more  the  trend 
each  day  -  is  that  white  people 
are  moving  out  from  the  districts 
surrounding  the  heart  of  the  city, 
and  these  districts  are  becoming 
black  communities;  or  they  become 
communities  of  other  minorities. 

The  white  people  are  moving  to 
suburbian  areas  many  miles  from 
the  heart  -  or  the  core  of  the 
city. 

There  are  many  and  nefarious 
reasons  for  the  exodus  of  white 
people  to  suburbian  areas  away 
from  the  core  of  the  city.  Among 
these  reasons  are:  (1)  the  core  of 
the  city  is  cramped  with  buildings, 
factories,  etc.;  (2)  there  is  no 
room  to  build  homes  with  lawns,  etc., 


in  the  core  of  the  city;  (3)  the 
core  of  the  city  is  usually  as  old 
as  the  city  itself  and  has  been 
allowed  to  deteriorate;  (A)  black 
people  and  other  soclo-economically 
deprived  people  are  entrenched  in 
the  core  of  the  city.  There  are 
many  other  reasons  which  I  have  not 
enumerated. 

Therefore,  the  white  people 
have  left  the  core  of  the  city  to 
move  to  the  hills  and  the  outlying 
suburbs  of  the  city.  Also,  black 
people,  who  are  materialistically 
more  fortunate  than  other  of  their 
black  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
many  of  whom  aspire  to  the  socio¬ 
economic  standards  of  white  society, 
abandon  the  core  of  the  city  to 
hopefully  live  side  by  side  with 
white  people  in  the  hills  or  sub¬ 
urbs. 

What  has  been  created  is  a 
clear  line  of  demarcation  ia  this 
country.  The  white  people,  and  a 
minute  number  of  black  people,  who 
have  an  abundance  of  economic  re¬ 
sources  have  moved  to  the  outlying 
areas.  They  have  left  the  core 
city  for  qiostly  the  black  people, 
and  other  socio-economically 
deprived  people.  The  white  people 
have  the  outlying  areas,;  the  black 
people  have  the  core  of  the  city. 

The  outlying  areas  have  beautiful 
homes,  well  paved  and  well  lighted 
streets,  and  beautiful  lawns  and 
parks.  The  core  of  the  city  has 
old,  delapidated  buildings,  small 
and  dirty  streets,  poor  lights,  and 
is  conspicious  because  of  its'  lack 
of  parks  and  people  stacked  on  top 
of  each  other  . 

Frantz  Fanon  says  in  THE 
WRETCHED  OF  THE  EARTH:  "The  settler's 
town  is  a  well-fed  town,  an  easy¬ 
going  town;  its  belly  is  always  full 
of  good  things.  The  settier's 

town  is  a  town  of  white  people . 

The  native  town  is  a  hungry  town, 
starved  of  bread,  of  meat,  of  shoes, 
of  coal,  of  light...  It  is  a  town 
of  niggers  and  dirty  arabs." 

Fanon  was  talking  about  a  colonial 
situation.  What  we  have  in  this 
country  with  the  white  people  in 
the  outlying  areas,  and  the  black 
people  in  the  core  of  the  city  is 
domestic  colonialism. 

The  difference  between  the 
capitalistic  colonisation  of  un¬ 
derdeveloped  countries  of  the 
world,  and  the  domestic  colonisation 
of  black  people  in  the  under¬ 
developed  communities  of  this 
country,  is  not  one  of  degree,  but 
one  of  kind.  In  the  underdeveloped 
countries  -  the  settlers  live  out¬ 
side  the  town  of  the  natives,  but 
they  are  constantly  using  the  re¬ 
sources  of  these  people  and  their 
country.  In  the  underdeveloped 
black  communities  of  this  country, 
or  the  core  city,  the  white  people 
live  outside,  but  they  are  con¬ 
stantly  using  the  resources  of  the 
people,  and  they  control  the 
political  institutions  of  the 
people  within  the  core  city. 

This  intolerable  situation  of 
white  people  controlling  the 
political  institutions  of  the  core 
city  has  to  be  dealt  with  by  black 
people  of  the  core  city.  As 
Webster  says:  "politics  is  the 
theory  of  managing  affairs  of  pub¬ 
lic  policy  or  of  political  parties." 
The  affairs  of  public  policy  would 
include  such  institutions  as  pub¬ 
lic  education,  public  housing, 
health  and  welfare  agencies,  and 
poverty  programs,  which  at  best  are 
carrying  black  people  toward  a 
state  of  welfare  capitalism. 

These  political  institutions 
of  public  policy  are  controlled  by 
white  people  who  do  not  come  from 
the  black  people  of  the  core  city. 
Black  people  have  to  start  address¬ 
ing  themselves  to  the  politics  of 
the  core  city.  Black  people  have 
to  move  to  the  position  where  the

her  v*Ay  home. 

The  white  man  has  always  had 
it  easy.  Yes,  I  am  black  and  I 
love  it.  You  are  a  white  man  and 
I'm  sure  you  like  it.

You  say 
with  one  breath  that  I  can  live  in 
your  country,  eat  your  food,  drink 
your  purified  water,  wear  your 
style  of  clothing,  and  believe 
your  faiths.

But,  you  say  with  another  breath 
that  I  can't  go  eat  where  you  eat 
and  I  can't  go  sit  where  you  sit 
because  of  my  color. 

Let's  go  back  to  when  I 
first  started  to  immigrate  to  your 
so-called  America.  I  was  happy  at 
home  and  I  had  my  own  paradise 
right  where  you  picked  me  up.  You 
brought  me  here  to  work,  so  I 
worked  and  worked.  Later  I  learned 
to  speak  your'  language  and  learned 
your  customs.  Yes,  you  made  me 
your  image.  You  tried  to  be  God 
and  create  a  nigger,  but  where 
did  you  go  wrong?  This  nigger  has 
too  much  sense  for  you  to  mess 
over  and  slave  around  for  2c  a  day. 

Mr.  Whiteman,  I  hate  your  ways 
and  your  meanings,  and  most  of  all, 
BEWARE,  I  REPRESENT  THE  BLACK 
NEGRO,  the  former  nigger.

but  create  problem  upon  problem. 

Ever  since  black  people  were  first 
brought  here  as  slaves  the  white  man 
has  kept  them  in  a  bind,  no  matter 
what  foul  lies  are  used  to  try  to 
cover  up  the  facts. 

In  order'  to  put  an  end  to  this 
and  similar  forms  of  pressure  and 
intimidation,  black  people  must  join 
together  in  an  uptight  organization 
that  will  then  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  break  the  back  of  racist 
oppression  all  over  this  country. 

The  power  which  black  people  could 
have  if  they  were  organized  is  fan¬ 
tastic.  We  are  not  speaking  of 
"begging  power"  or  "suggestion  power"; 
we  mean  real  black  power  that  can  de¬ 
mand  satisfaction  and  inflict  politi¬ 
cal  consequences  if  the  demands  are 
not  met .

The 
Black  Panther  Party  For  Self  Defense 
stands  ready  to  cooperate  fully  with 
any  group  or  individual  who  is  work¬ 
ing  sincerely  and  sanely  for  the  up¬ 
lift  of  our  people.  We  have  a  par¬ 
ticularly  warm  affection  for  all  the 
beautiful  brothers  and  sisters  in  SNCC 
who  are  taking  care  of  so  much  busi¬ 
ness! 

To  Brother  Stokely,  we  send  our 
unflinching  support  in  his  new  en¬ 
deavor  to  liberate  the  black  people 
from  the  colonial  bondage  of  the 
crown  colony  known  as  Washington,  D.C.

undoubtedly  heard  on  the  re¬ 
cent  newe  broadcasts,  pig  Cops, 
thu9S/ inflicting  brutality, 
murdering  black  people  in  the 
streets  of  their  black  com¬ 
munities.  If  one  would  simp¬ 
ly  look  at  the  evidence,  and 
the  real  facts,  one  would  see 
why  rebellion  occurs  within 
the  confines  of  the  black  com¬ 
munity. 

Since  July  18,  1964,  the 
Harlem  "riots",  there  have 
been  some  fifty  rebellions  in 
the  black  communities  through¬ 
out  the  nation.  These  fifty 
rebellions  include  the  most 
recent  rebellions  of  black 
people  that  have  occurred 
within  the  last  few  weeks, 
soms  ten  or  fifteen.  If  one 
would  look  closely,  and  check 
this  three  year  history,  he 
will  find  that  in  damn  near 
every  rebellion  a  racist  cop 
was  involved  in  the  starting 
of  that  rebellion.  And  these 
same  pig  cops,  under  orders 
from  the  racist  government, 
will  probably  cause  50  or 
more  rebellions  to  occur  the 
rest  of  this  year  alone,  by 
inflicting  brutality  or  mur¬ 
dering  some  black  person  with¬ 
in  the  confines  of  one  of  our 
black  communities .

A  few  weeks  ago  a  group  of  panel¬ 
ists  met  at  a  law  and  politics 
institute  on  the  Cal  campus.  They 
met  to  propose  a  police  review 
board. 

An  Oakland  attorney  supporting 
a  review  board  brought  out  the 
facts  that  black  people  in  America 
are  living  in  a  racist  society, 
police  are  brutal,  and  black  peo¬ 
ple  are  resentful  of  present  law 
enforcement . 

Among  those  opposed  to  the 
board  was  former  Oakland  Police 
Chief  Ed  Toothman.  He  and  other 
whites  believe  there  is  no  need 
for  the  board  because  of  what  they 
call  a  check  and  balance  in  cur¬ 
rent  law. 

Brothers  and  Sisters,  when  some 
race  hating  cop  blows  your  head 
off,  will  you  be  a  check  or  a  bal¬ 
ance  in  the  police  department? 

As  the  leaders  of  the  B.P.P.S.D. 
have  stated  before,  black  people 
have  to  arm  themselves  and  police 
the  police  in  our  black  communities. 

In  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  it 
appeared  that  federal  funds  would 
be  granted  to  finance  a  group 
called  the  Community  Alert  Patrol. 
The  mayor  of  that  city  was  all 
shook  up  and  angry.  "I  wonder  why." 


All  the  group  was  supposed  to  do 
was  observe  the  police  and  report 
their  observations  to  other  agencies 
such  as  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union.  Could  it  be  that  the  mayor 
is  afraid  the  police  will  get  caught 
doing  what  they  have  been  doing  for 
250  years,  oppressing  black  people? 

Meanwhile,  the  National  Rifle 
Association  is  urging  all  law- 
abiding  (white)  citizens  to  get  a  • 
gun,  so  they  can  pot  a  few  rioters 
this  summer.  The  weapon  it  recom¬ 
mends  is  a  12-guage  shotgun,  which 
requires  less  accuracy  than  a  rifle. 
The  N.R.A.  says  the  police  can't 
handle  the  job  of  protecting  whites. 
What '8  needed,  it  says,  is  armed 
civilian  posses  of  decent,  straight¬ 
shooting  white  folk. 

Get  hip,  baby,  it's  open  season 
on  you.  Back  the  B.P.P.S.D. 

Can  you  dig  it?

Loud  recognized  the  man  chasing 
Robert  as  a  clerk  from  Mayfair 
Super  Market,  located  at  57  6 
Telegraph,  whom  she  only  knew  as 
Dennis.  She  had  seen  Dennis  many 
times  before  because  she  often  shops 
at  Mayfair,  and  had  observed  his 
obnoxious  behavior  with  Afro-Ameri¬ 
can  youngsters. 

Angry  and  in  fear  for  life  and 
limb  of  young  Robert,  Mrs.  Loud 
rushed  from  her  bedroom  toward  a 
nearby  room  where  her  eighteen  year 
old  daughter  was  and  she  yelled  to 
her  daughter,  "through  me  the  gun!" 
Without  slackening  her  race  for  the 
dining  room,  she  caught  the  12 
gauge  magnum  shot  gun  in  both  hands 
as  her  daughter  tossed  it  to  her. 
When  Mrs.  Loud  reached  the  dining 
room  the  clerk  had  caught  up  with 
Robert  and  had  the  mean,  blunt 
hammer  raised  in  striking  position. 
Mrs.  Loud  leveled  her  shot  gun  into 
firing  position.  The  clerk,  seeing 
the  little  lady  (Mrs.  Loud  is  barely 
five  feet  tall)  with  Black  Power 

pointed  in  his  direction  suddenly, 
unequivocally  changed  his  mind, 
took  to  his  heels  and  made  a  bee¬ 
line  out  of  her  house  and  off  her 
property. 

Shortly  after  the  clerk  ran 
away  from  Mrs.  Loud's  home,  the 
Oakland  police  arrived  at  her  home. 
Mrs.  Loud  was  told  that  the  man¬ 


ager  of  Mayfair  Super  Market  had 
called  them  and  referred  them  to 
her  home  in  search  of  a  package  of 
rubber  bands  that  were  reportedly 
stolen  from  the  store.  By  this 
time  nineteen  year  old  Charles 
Sipp  had  arrived  and  the  police 
reported  that  he  was  accused  of 
making  the  alleged  theft.  It  was 
reported  that  both  fifteen  year  old 
Robert  and  nineteen  year  old  Charles, 
who  are  brothers,  were  at  Mayfair 
and  both  had  been  chased  by  the 
hammer-toting  clerk,  but  Charles 
had  run  away  from  the  irate  man. 

The  police  searched  Charles  but 
found  no  stolen  merchandise  in  his 
possession. 

Neither  Charles,  nor  Robert  are 
related  to  Mrs.  Loud,  nor  do  they 
reside  in  her  home.  They  frequent 
the  Loud  home  in  order  to  visit  with 
Mrs.  Loud's  children.  Mrs.  Loud, 
knowing  that  her  home  had  been  will¬ 
fully  invaded  by  a  man,  apparently 
Intent  upon  felonious  assault  against 
a  visiting  fifteen  year  old  boy,  re¬ 
quested  that  the  police  arrest  Dennis 
for  the  criminal  offenses  of  invasion 
of  her  home  and  felonious  assault 
with  a  deadly  weapon.  Mrs.  Loud  was 
told  by  the  police  (one  of  whom  was  a 
sargeant  whose  badge  number  is  206) 
that  they  could  not  carry  out  her 
request;  and  that  they  could  only 
suggest  that  she  go  to  the  office  of 
the  District  Attorney  and  initiate  a 
complaint.  Mrs.  Loud  was  very  angry  ■ 
because  she  knows  that  when  a  crimi¬ 
nal  offense  is  committed  (let  alone  a 
felony)  it  is  proper  for  the  police 
to  make  an  immediate  arrest.  She 
knew  that  a  crime  had  been  perpetratedl 
against  her  home,  and  she  had  witness¬ 
es.  Why  would  the  police  not  take 
action  against  the  culprit?  They  had 
immediately  responded  to  Mayfair's 
call  and  had  detained  and  searched 
Charles  Sipp  who  was  at  most  only 
[ accused  of  a  misdemeanor.  Why  no 


action  against  the  criminal  offenses 


of  Dennis  the  clerk?  Before  the  police 
finished  questioning  Charles,  a  large 
crowd  of  Afro-Americans,  including  at 
least  one  member  of  the  Black  Panther 
Party  For  Self  Defense  arrived.  The 
police  decided  to  release  Charles  and 
to  leave  the  scene. 

Once  again,  as  they  do  daily  ,  the 
racist  Oakland  Police  Department  dem¬ 
onstrated  its  eagerness  to  respond  to 
the  call  of  the  white  landowners  and 
its  determination  to  suppress  and  ig¬ 
nore  the  rights  of  black  citizens. 

Once  again  the  racist  Oakland  Police 
demonstrated  that  they  will  not  pro¬ 
tect  nor  recognize  the  rights  of  black 
people.  Black  people  must  beware  of 
this  dualism  and  demand  an  immediate 
end  to  it.  Black  people  must  organ¬ 
ize  in  defense  of  their  God-given 
human  rights.  The  Black  Panther 
Party  For  Self  Defense  says  the  day 
is  over  when  we  allow  rasclst  zombies 
to  storm  troop  the  homes  of  our 
people.

people  (whites)  are  preparing  to  re¬ 
conquer  Africa  and  all  blacks.  The 
day  has  come  when  those  of  us  who 
will  stand  to  the  death  must  be 
counted.  I  cast  my  lot  with  these 
men  and  women.  Won't  you  help  by 
giving  me  a  letter  of  your  brother¬ 
hood  so  that  the  Black  Panther  Party 
of  Seattle  will  be  able  to  identify 
in  unity  -  I  will  frame  such  a  letter 
as  a  rallying  point  to  build  a 
Seattle  Chapter. 

This  is  a  historical  time  and 
we  stand  at  the  brink  of  our  destiny 
-  I  cast  my  lot  and  loyalty  to  the 
Black  Panther  Party  ideology  -  will 
you  extend  your  soul  support?  After 
I  hear  from  you  I  will  keep  constant 
communications  by  registered  letter 
and  telephone  as  to  our  activities. 

I  plan  to  set  up  a  chapter  in  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  as  well.  Please  an¬ 
swer  by  return  mail.  Please!

TENDED  EQUALLY  TO  ALL  PEOPLE.  CUT 
THIS  OUT,  BROTHERS  AND  SISTERS,  AND 
CARRY  IT  WITH  YOU.  UNTIL  WE  ARM 
OURSELVES  TO  RIGHTEOUSLY  TAKE  CARE  OF 
OUR  OWN,  THE  POCKET  LAWYER  IS  WHAT'S 
HAPPENING. 

1.  IF  YOU  ARE  STOPPED  AND/OR  ARRESTED 
BY  THE  POLICE,  YOU  MAY  REMAIN  SILENT;  I 
YOU  DO  NOT  HAVE  TO  ANSWER  ANY  QUESTIONS 
ABOUT  ALLEGED  CRIMES.  YOU  SHOULD  PRO¬ 
VIDE  YOUR  NAME  AND  ADDRESS  ONLY  IF  RE¬ 
QUESTED  (ALTHOUGH  IT  IS  NOT  ABSOLUTE¬ 
LY  CLEAR  THAT  YOU  MUST  DO  SO).  BUT 
THEN  DO  SO,  AND  AT  ALL  TIMES  REMEMBER 
THE  FIFTH  AMENDMENT. 

2.  IF  A  POLICE  OFFICER  IS  NOT  IN  UNI¬ 
FORM,  ASK  HIM  TO  SHOW  HIS  IDENTIFI¬ 
CATION.  HE  HAS  NO  AUTHORITY  OVER  YOU 
UNLESS  HE  PROPERLY  IDENTIFIES  HIMSELF. 
BEWARE  OF  PERSONS  POSING  AS  POLICE 
OFFICERS.  ALWAYS  GET  HIS  BADGE 
NUMBER  AND  HIS  NAME. 

3.  POLICE  HAVE  NO  RIGHT  TO  SEARCH 
YOUR  CAR  OR  YOUR  HOME  UNLESS  THEY 
HAVE  A  SEARCH  WARRANT,  PROBABLE  CAUSE 
OR  YOUR  CONSENT.  THEY  MAY  CONDUCT  NO 
EXPLORATORY  SEARCH  -  THAT  IS,  ONE  FOR 
EVIDENCE  OF  CRIME  GENERALLY  OR  FOR 
EVIDENCE  OF  A  CRIME  UNCONNECTED  WITH 
THE  ONE  YOU  ARE  BEING  QUESTIONED 
ABOUT.  (THUS,  A  STOP  FOR  AN  AUTO 
VIOLATION  DOES  NOT  GIVE  THE  RIGHT  TO 
SEARCH  THE  AUTO..)  YOU  ARE  NOT  RE¬ 
QUIRED  TO  CONSENT  TO  A  SEARCH;  THERE¬ 
FORE,  YOU  SHOULD  NOT  CONSENT  ANT 
SHOULD  CLEARLLY  AND  UNEQU I VOCALLY 
STATE  THAT  YOU  DO  NOT  CONSENT,  IN 
FRONT  OF  WITNESSES  IF  POSSIBLE.  IF 
YOU  DO  NOT  CONSENT,  THE  POLICE  WILL 
HAVE  THE  BURDEN  IN  COURT  OF  SHOWING 
PROBABLE  CAUSE. 

ARREST  MAY  BE  CORRECTED  LATER. 

4.  YOU  MAY  NOT  RESIST  ARREST  FORCE- 
ABLY  OR  BY  GOING  LIMP,  EVEN  IF  YOU 
ARE  INNOCENT.  TO  DO  SO  IS  A  SEPARATE
